‘De Los Rios Says Air 
Bases Aimed at 
France Also 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (UP) .— 
Spanish Ambassador Ferdinand de 
Los Rios charged tonight that Ger- 
many and Italy have established 
air and submarine bases in Spain 
for possible use against France, 
England and the United States. 

The Ambassador said at a press 
conference that Germany and Italy 
are much more interested in Spain 
for its strategic possibilities than 
for raw materials. He said that 
his government has “absolute fac- 
tual information” that the two au- 
thoritarian powers have 19 air bases 
in the Basque country near the 
French border, and that Germany 
has “complete possession” of the 
Canary Islands in the Atlantic. 

“The Canary Islands,” he said,” 
are of strategic significance to 
the United States. German pos- 
session and fortification means 
that a possible base of operations 
against the United States is now 
available.” 

De Los Rios said that the two 
powers have established submarine 
bases in former Spanish territory, 
ready for use against the demo- 
cratic nations. 

Supporters of the Spanish fas- 
cists, he declared, have been active 
in South America stirring up ani- 
mosity against the United States. 

“These men act not for the Span- 
ish Rebels, but for Ge 
Italy,” he declared. “They are the 
real masters.” 

De Los Rios said that congres- 
sional action toward lifting the em- 
bargo on American shipment of 
arms and munitions to Spain 
“would immediately change the 
course of the war.” 


Program directors of the Illinois

Party announced Tuesday that Mr. | 
Ford, well-known labor leader and 
author of “The Negro and the 
Democratic Front,” would analyze | 
definite progressive trends in the 
nation which have come as reper- 
cussions from recent pogroms in 
Nazi Germany. 

Other speakers. on the program 
include Morris Childs, State Secre- 
tary of the Communist Party, and 
Jack Johnstone, veteran labor 
leader and Communist candidate 
for Chicago Mayor. 

A joint chorus of some 250 voices 
represen Lithuanian, Croatian, 
Ukrainian and the Freiheit Gesangs 
Verein organizations will furnish 
the music for the evening. In addi- 
tion, the committee in charge plans 
to run films of Soviet life as a 
special feature on the program.

In New 
York, the bulk of the warehouses 
are not yet organized, with some of 
the teamsters’ locals enrolling small 
sections of the warehouse workers, 
such as freight handlers, checkers, 
etc., but no concerted drive in the 
warehouse industry here has as yet 
been undertaken.

Employment, Wages 
Show Drop in N.Y. 
Wholesale Industry 


Labor Department Reports 5.5% Less Workers 
and 4.8% Smaller Payrolls Than 


Year Ago in Monthly Study 


Wholesale dealers in New York City reported a gain of 
0.4 per cent in employment and a loss of 0.5 per cent in total 
payrolls from October to November, 1938, according to the 
latest figures of the State of New York Department of 


Labor. These changes followed an upward movement in 
both September and October. The &— 


figures are based on reports from 
2,308 wholesale firms in the city. 
Compared with November of last 
year, wholesalers were employing 55 
per cent smaller forces during this 
November and were paying out 48 
per cent less in total wages, sal- 
aries and commissions. The aver- 
age wage in the union shops is 
$27.50 weekly. 

An analysis of the wholesale trade 
in the city during November, as 
compared to the previous month, 
finds: 

Automotive: employment 1.6 and 
payrolis up 2.6. 
Chemicals and drugs: payrolls m- 
creased only 9 per cent, while em- 
ployment increased 148. 


Furniture: with 18 per cent in- 
crease in employment, payrolls 
dropped by .1 per cent. 

Groceries: biggest drop in wages 
was shown in this branch, 3.3 per 
cent, although employment m- 


oreased by 2 per cent. 


Hardware: payrolls dropped by 
12 per cent while employment in- 
creased by .7 per cent. 

Jewelry and optical: employment 
jumped by 2.2 and payrolls by 3.8. 

Lumber and buildings: despite a

. © The report of the Mayor’s Committee on 
Housing Legislation, unfortunately, falls 
Short of the proposals necessary to meet a 
’ housing crisis which grows in intensity and 


| gravity every day. There are, of course, some 
good points, as where rental in the proposed 

 Jow-cost housing projects would be limited 
’ to $6 per room a month; where tenant's in- 
eome would have to be less than $1,800 a 
Pear, and the provision for home rule ad- 
ministration. But elsewhere the report shows 
nesses fatal to the obvious and funda- 
mental purpose for which Mayor LaGuardia 
appointed the committee, namely, to give 
tactical, full and immediate effect to the re- 
cently-passed Housing Amendment. 

' First of all, the report, which has been 

submitted to the state legislature, asks for 

only $120,000,000 which is approximately a 
Urd of the full $300,000,000 appropriation 

r possible under the Housing Amend- 

ment. With six New Yorkers dead from the 
um fires in the space of the last few days, 

needs no wordy argument to call attention 
oe > necessity to lay out the full amount 
5 appropriation for New York and up- 
tate cities as well. ; 

_ Secondly, the proposal that 10 per cent of 
ie funds be used for recreational facilities 
into the alteady inadequate housing 

to pay for ties now provided for 
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in the normal city budget through taxation 
on real estate. One social need shouldn't be 
played against another. This would mean 
less houses built, an ultimate shifting of the 
financial burden of recreation facilities to the 
tenants, as well as a diversion of funds from 
the plain intent of the Housing Amendment, 

There is a similar diversion in the pro- 
posal to loan housing funds to landlords to 
rehabilitate old-law tenements, when these 
callous fire-trap owners should be forced to 
comply with the multiple dwelling law with- 
out benefit of funds needed for new houses 
and slum clearance. The proposal of trans- 
ferring the final say in the matter to the 
Board of Estimate and the City Planning 
Commission, besides virtually ignoring the 
more experienced City Housing Authority, 
would lead ultimately to giving tip-offs on 
intended housing sites to hijacking realty 
speculators. The report has still other weak- 
nesses. 

What is needed is a plan that uses the 
full amount of the housing e@gendment funds 
for new houses and slum clearance, for the 
most needy (that is, 2 million slum dwellers) 
and the building to get under way at once. 
It is high time that the progressive forces of 
the city and state unite on such a minimum 
plan to make sure that the legislature adopts 
a measure which will provide real housing 
for the people.

It would remove the obstacle to new dairy 
production in Wisconsin, and open up for 
American farmers everywhere a rich and 
enormous market for American farm prod- 
ucts. It gives the American farmer a splen- 
did customer. 


We are of the opinion that this practical 
suggestion be taken up in a similar manner 
in the wheat, cotton and corn states. 


The Federal Surplus Commodity Corpo- 
ration has over 10,000,000 pounds of but- 
ter; there are over 10,500,000 bales of 
cotton now overhanging the market in the 
hands of the Government; and it is being 
suggested by farm officials that we reduce 
our wheat acreage by more than 20,000,000 
acres.

The Workers Alliance is urging 
an appropriation of $1,150,000,000 
as the necessary minimum, while 
the CIO and Labor's Non-Partisan 
are for $1,000,000,000. 

Representatives “of these groups 
told the Appropriations Sub-Com- 
mittee that even the President's 
recommendation was inadequate to 
take care of the needs of the un- 
employed. 

“We have a right to ask 
whether this Committee is not 
wilfully threatening the recovery 
movement which is under way,” 
Lasser said. 

“The whole gain in employment 
in private industry to date is 
about 1,907,000. The net gain, 
subtracting new workers who 
have entered the labor market, is 
about 600,000. Now that Commit- 
tee proposes to throw 600,000 to 
1,200,000 workers out of employ- 
ment entirely, wiping out any 


total of 11,500,000 man-months of 
employment under WPA during 
the five months of Feb. 1 through 
June 30. This can be provided in 
one of two ways. 

“One way is by employing 
2,300,000 over the full five-month 
period, which would require the 
dropping of 600,000 WPA workers 
in one blow on Feb. 1. I am in- 
clined te doubt whether this is 


_ physically possible, I am inclined

“The second method is to stag- 
ger the discharges over the five- 
month period.” 

Figuring on this basis, Lasser 
showed that the total discharged 
would be 1,200,000, or very close to 
that worked out by the mayors.

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The Discussion 
On Swing Hits 
the Groove

‘PEN office girls, count them, ten, all of them, no doubt, 

snappy little New York angels, want to enter the 
discussion on swing that was evidently started in this 
column a few weeks ago when I made some remarks on 
the New Masses concert. 

I must admit that I had underestimated swing. What- 
ever damage the jitterbugs and esthetes may have done 
to this new music form, it certainly has caught the 
imagination of American vouth. I have received almost 


as many letters about swing, as about the problems of 
housewives. There. is something here we must all try to understand 
or it may rise up and bite us some day. 

Well, one of the girls writes, and the others endorse her letter as 
solemniy as though it were a petition to the President: 

“If you haven't been to the new Oafe Society, I 
over and hear the greatest trumpet player we ever heard, his 
I believe, being Frankie Newton. To say nothing of 
woogie piano players, Albert Ammons and Meade Lux Lewis. 
so thrilled we felt weak. I am not much of a hot fan but after 
a book called “Jazz Hot,” I'm convinced about true swing. However, & 
certain wise guy sat at our table that night, one of those 
record collectors and he was running down everytning and 
us. I'll bet if he was told that Hal Kemp and 
swing bands he would believe it and rush out 
to bis collection. I hope he will stay away from 
The girls in my office think this letter will never appear in your 
paper. (Signed) Ten Office Girls.” 

On the other hand, here is a proletarian author who has 
several fine books, and suddenly one discovers that he, too, is swing- 
eiruck, He is Dale Curran, and he writes, in part: 

“Dear Comrade Mike: 

“You're slipping; your feet are on the downward path and there's 
no telling what will happen to you now. You iistened to swing music, 
and that stuff gets you. In no time at all you'll de talking about jive 
and sending and jam sessions and things like that—and probably get- 
ting. it all wrong. 

“Swing really is the one contribution to world music that America 
has made. Don't be misled by stuft. to the effect that the whole 
value of swing resides in the manner of playing, the individual im- 
provisation, rather than, in the music itself. Swinging a trivia) tune 
is a clever, amusing but unimportant stunt. Taking off on rea) music 
Margie, or Stardust, or any one of the great Handy blue master- 


_ pieces—is an experience for player and listener to remember. 


“Swing is important and significant precisely because it has token 
the submerged and little known masterpieces of American folk iavsic 
and applied to them the technique and musical richness of world 
music. And if that American music happens to be predominantly Negro. 
that is just too bad for us white folks, and why the hell haven't we 
developed some of our own? After all, some of us have ancestors who 
came to this country at about the same time as the first Negroes, but 
in all that two or three hundred years we have never produced a St. 
Louis Blues. As slave and exploited ‘free’ worker, the American Negro 
put his roots down deep into this soil, and what came out was the 
true note of sad, patient but faintly sardemic musical reaction to the 
complex civilization growing up here. 

“T hate to say this, because it is going to hurt you much more 
than it does me, but this kind of music has something to say to the 
average American that the old music simply hasn't. Human emotions 
are fundamental and everlasting, yes, but our reactions to them change 
Does anybody seriously believe today in such conceptions as Fate 
knocking at some door, or eternal disembodied love, or the heroic 
viewpoint in general? I'm afraid not. But in the mournful plamt of 
that Saint Louie woman ... ‘I hate to see... that evenin’ sun go 
down’... and better still in the beautifully expressive music that says 
it better than the words, there is an immediate and powerful appeal 
to our generation. 

“Whither are we drifting? I'd say in the direction of more and 
better of the same. The excesses of ultra-noisy and speedy show pieces. 
the jitterbug exhibitionism, the stunt solos, will wear themselves cut. 
Since we can't count on the accident of genius coming along—Arm- 
strongs and Beiderbeckes don't happen every day or every generation 
—the arranger and band leader will be more and more responsibie for 
getting sound musical effects. What grows out of that is the American 
music of tomorrow, solidly rooted in the people's culture, enriched by 
ine musical tradition of the past. Sounds good to me. Let's hit tt, huh?

Shylock has long stood as a dis- 
puted symbol of a race.
